committees empowered by the Mexican |, 


Monetary Commission with investigating 
the various phases of Mexico's complex 
silver problem have now ‘been virtually 
completed, and preparations are being made 
for the conferences of the Commission as a 
whole, Perhaps the most important of the 
reports submitted thus far is that of the 
fourth .sub-conimittee which was ,.made 
public August 29° and has been under 
discussion during September. The interest 
of” the. financial and commercial world 
centres in the reply submitted by this com- 
mittee to the fifth question p.opounded to 
it, which was as follows :

FLOWER BOAT CAPSIZES 
IN THE, NEW TERRITORY, .

A sad accident happened .last Monday on 
the Samchun River while a flower boat was 
being towed by a Hongkong: ‘steam Inunch.. 
It seems that the launch Wing/ook, which, 
leaves Hongkong every morning at half past 
six, with passengers for the Samchun River 
ports, made the trip as usual on Monday, and 
upon arriving at the river, about one o'clock i in 
the afternoon, . took a flower boat in tow. It 
would-appear that, the boat must have had her 
walking board (the plank on which.jthe crew 
tread.to push their poles to ‘propel the boat) 
under the streak, or. marking board of ‘the 
faunch ; for, as soon as the steam vessel went 
astern the flower boat capsized and a number 
of passengers, who were inside with the windows: 


‘closed, were drowned, Sergeant.A, ‘Wilson, 


police officer in ‘charge of the Santin district, 
was nolified as he was going on patrol, and he 


-immediately proceeded to the scene of the 


disaster and found'several dead bodies. floating 
in the water. He made a close investigation 
into the circumstances connected with the up:
